Flax Crops tn Russta. 


The condition of the flax crops 
in Russia to the middle of July 
was io goneral fally ratisfactory. 
At that date tho. proprots were 
lesa eativfactory in the Govern- 
menta of Vitebsk, Mogbilev, and 
Minsk, tho Boltio governments, 
and in Grodno, Kovno, and part 
of Viatko, tho c’ona being helow 
the average. In the govarnm:nts 
of Pakow, Moacow, Smolensk, 
Yoroalay, Kalugs, and Perm, and 
io part of Viadimir, the state 
of the crops ia shout average. 
In Kostroma, Nijoi-Novgorod, 
Tvor, Vologda, and paitsa of 
Vladimir, prospects are for crope 
above the average. In most cases 
earlier sowings promises much 
better than late sowings. Io tha 
Smolensk governmentt tha abort- 
agein tha area town with flix ag 
compared with Jatt year ia over 
20 per cont., in the government 
of Vitebsk over 15 per cent., in 
Vologda and Viatka over 10 per 
oent.,and to a smaller extent in 
other flax-growiug regions. On 
the other band, the eres under 
flax has been increased in partaof 
the governments of Perm, 
Yaro-lav, Kalugs, Minsk, and 
N.jai-N: vgorod, das motly to 
an insufficiency of spring gram 
aeods,

Tlo Russian Siberian Railway, 
ard the Eastero China Railear, 
which bave decided to conanme 
eral for the future in view of their 
inereated triflic, have approached 
the Scuth Manchuria kailwnay 
Co, with a proporal to buy 200,- 
000 tora of onal a year from the 
Fanbun colliery, workad under 
the mnagement of the IJaiter 
company, It ia atated that the 
contract for the desl bag already 
been signed. The Fuehuo 
collery in in a  prospercua 
condition. Annonl experta to 
Russian Siberia, the South Gene, 
South ond North China, and 
Korea amount to sbcout 300,000 
tons, and there are aleo conrider- 
able exports to Japon end India. 
Some yearengo, when the Im- 
perial Railways used Fushan coal, 
its importa ranged in quantity 
between 360,000 tons and 380,- 
000 tone, though now they have 
decreared toa little over 100,CCO 
tons. On tha whole, however, 
the market for the Fasban coal 
has been steadily exyacding, and 
ite output has teen acoordingly on 
the iocreuee. In 1908, the annual 
outturn was onty 470,000 tone, 
but inoreased to 2,24u,000 tons 
in 1914.
